The ſaid Town of Mownntgemery, by the ſaid Statute 27 8. 26. is named andappointed the Shire Town of the ſaid County of Moxntgomery, and the 
Burroughs of Llanidloes, Pool and. Llamvylling, are three Ancient Burroughs of the ſame County; and the Burgeſſes thereof heretofore' uſed to have 
their Voices at the EleCtions of the Burgeſſes for the ſaid Shire Town , with, and like as the Burgeſſes of the ſame Shire Town of themſelves, had and 
uſed : And for that purpoſe convenient notice was uſually ſent from the Bailiffs of Jomntgomery to the ſaid three other Burroughs , of the time and 
place, when and where ſuch Elections were to be made. 


The Sheriff of the ſaid County having on the 10:4 of February 1678. received His Majeſties Writ for Summoning Nis arliament to be held at Weſt- 
inſter on the 6th. day of March following, and for Chooſing a Knight for the ſaid County, anda Burgeſs for the faid Burrough, to ſerve in the ſame 
Parliament ; Did immediatly the ſame day ſend away his Mandate to the Bailitts of AZowntgomery, to do.and execute what appertaineth to them in 
that behalf. | 


The Bailiffs of . fountgomery being wrought upon by ſome great perſons in that Neighbourhood, onwhom they had dependan-e , to ſurprize the 
ſaid three other Burroughs of Llanidlees, Pool and Llanvylling, by not- giving them notice of the ſaid Election of. a- Burgeſs for the: ſaid Burrough and 
privately by ſome ofthe Burgeſles of their own Town to EleCt one” Matthew Price Eſq; to be Burgeſs: And having 1n proſpect, that it the Burgeſles of the 
{aid three other Burroughs would appear, they would by Majority of Voices Elect another perſon , and not the ſaid. Mr. Prize : They the Bailiffs of 
Mount gomery in purſuance of that unjuſt praCtice and deſign, did not ſend notice of the ſaid Election to the ſaid other Burroughs, bur only made Pro- 
clamation at the Town of Mountgomery on the 17th. of Febraary ,. that the Eleftion was to be made at 8. of the Clock the next Morning ; And by that 
means ſo ſurprized the Burrough of Lazidlees, being 14 Miles diſtant ,- that noneof their: Burgeſles, did, or.couldattend at the faid Eleftior, 


Yet ſome of the Burgeſles of the ſaid Burroughs of Poo! and Lanvelling being at a nearer diſtanee to Mowntgomery, having caſiially ſome few kours-in- 
timation of thefaid intended Election, appeared at the ſame Election , and with them joyned alſo ſome of rhe Burgelſes of AMonntgomery, which 
; made up in the whole 219 Voices, all for the ſaid Edward LlofdEſq;to be Elefted for the ſaid Burrough , and ſo declared themſelves at the ſaid EleRi- 
on and prayed the Poll, 


;The Bailifts of Monntgomery perceiving ,- that if they admitted the: Burgeſſes of Poo! and Llanvelling there preſent, to'Poll, that then the Majority of 
* Voices would be for the ſaid Mr. Zlogd, did only Poll the Burgeſles of Mountgomery upon a Liſt of their own preparation, of whom only 82. Voted for 
the ſaid Mr. Price, being the Major part of the Monntgemery Burgeſſes then preſent : And thereupon the Bailiffs cloſed the Poll, and declared and re- 
- turned the ſaid Mr. Price to be Burgeſs, wholly xcjefting the Votes of the ſaid Burgeſles of Pool and Lauvelling then preſent, pretending for a reaſon 
for their ſodoing, that none but the Burgeſſes of Montgomery had right, or ſhould be admitted to Voteat theſaid Election, though the ſaid Burgeſles 
of Pool and Lanvyllinginſiſted upon, and earneſtly preſſed to have their Voices received for the ſaid Mr. Zoyd, who had Voices there for him as they were 
upon a Juſt account, and can be made appear in the whole with thoſe. of Mowntgomery Burgeſſes, who Voted for him 219. whereas there were but 82 
Vates in the whole for the ſaid. Mr. Price.

Now in regard the ſaid Election was made by ſurprize, whereby the Burgeſſes of Lanidloes could not attend the ſame for want of notice, - who in- 
tended if they had been preſent, to Elect to the ſaid Mr, Zloyd Burgeſs), .and thatnowwithſtanding the ſaid ſurprize, Mr. Zloyd had the Majority of Voices 

of Burgeſlcs preſent at the ſaid EleCtion for him, if the ſaid Votes of the Burgughs of Pool and Lanvylling had been received and not rejeted as afore- 
ſaid; and forthatby the ſaid undue means and praCtice of the ſaid Bailiffs of 4ountgomery,' the ſaid three other Burroughs have not only loſt the-bene.. 


fit of their Voices in a free Election at this time, but the ſame may be drawnin precedent againſt them.in future Elefions. 
Notwithſtanding by the very expreſs words of the Statutes ( being Ancient Burroughs within the ſaid County) they have an undoubred right: to give 


their Voices in all Elections and are lyable and Contriburary to the Wages of the reſpective Members EleCted , have alwayes: been ſo, and ever from 
; the making of the ſaid Statutes without diſpute or queſtion had notice of, and did give their Voices in all Eleftions. 


They Humbly Petition. 
That the ſaid Mr. Price may not be received to Sit as a Member in Parliament . being 


weduly FleGed as aforeſaid. 
That the ſaid Mr. Loyd who had the Majority of Voices, may be returned, and ftend Eleted Burgeſy forthe jaid Burrough. 
' Or that the ſzid undue Elefion of Mr. Price may be void , and a new free FleSion gramted.
